To:  The  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Dover : 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1950. 

The  report  is  submitted  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  Regul- 
ations governing  the  duties  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  is  prepared  in 
the  form  laid  down  by  the  Ministry  as  in  previous  years. 

The  health  of  the  community  as  reflected  in  the  vital  statistics  can  be 
regarded  as  generally  satisfactory. 

The  birth  rate  was  17.6  per  thousand  of  the  population  and,  though  it 
has  fallen  by  1.7  compared  with  the  rate  for  the  previous  year,  it  compares 
favourably  with  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole  (15.8)  and  with 
that  for  the  smaller  towns  (16.7). 

The  death  rate  of  12.8  per  thousand  was  but  a few  points  higher  than  for 
the  previous  year  (12.2).  The  corresponding  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was 
11.6  and  for  the  smaller  towns  also  11.6. 

Heart  disease  continued  to  be  the  principal  cause  of  death  though  Cancer 
was  an  almost  equal  cause,  an  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  this  disease 
having  been  recorded. 

Infant  Mortality  showed  a decline  from  39  per  thousand  live  births  in 
1949  to  31.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  29.8  and  for  the  smaller  towns 
29.4.  There  was  one  maternal  death  during  the  year. 

Notifications  of  infectious  disease,  excepting  poliomyelitis  and  diphtheria, 
were  fewer  than  in  1949.  Notifications  in  respect  of  poliomyelitis  were  doubled, 
14  cases  having  been  confirmed  and,  of  these,  11  were  paralytic;  there  was  one 
death.  Two  sporadic  cases  of  diphtheria  occurred  whereas  there  was  none 
during  the  previous  year.  In  this  connection  reference  to  the  figures  for  diph- 
theria immunisation  shows  a serious  falling  off  in  the  numbers  of  children 
immunised  during  the  year.  This  may  be  partly  explained  by  the  lack  of  incentive 
among  parents  owing  to  the  virtual  disappearance  of  the  disease  from  the  com- 
munity, which  state  of  affairs  however  cannot  be  expected  to  last  if  large  numbers 
of  infants  and  young  children  are  allowed  to  go  unprotected  and  so  provide 
favourable  ground  for  the  reappearance  of  the  disease  in  virulent  and  epidemic 
form.  There  was  a further  decrease  in  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  and  in  its 
mortality;  40  new  cases  occurred  and  there  were  15  deaths  compared  with  the 
previous  years  figures  of  62  and  21,  respectively.  The  death  rate  was  therefore 
0.44  per  thousand  of  the  population  and  approximates  more  closely  to  the  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  which  was  0.36. 

Four  outbreaks  and  two  sporadic  cases  of  food  poisoning  involving  a 
total  of  16  persons  were  investigated  by  this  Department  during  the  year. 
Notifications  of  actual  or  suspected  cases  numbered  17  and  were  no  doubt 
determined  in  some  instances  as  a result  of  publicity  associated  with  the  local 
Clean  Food  Campaign.  Particulars  of  the  outbreaks  and  of  the  Clean  Food 
Campaign  are  included  in  Section  E of  this  report. 

Sanitary  conditions  in  the  Borough  generally  were  satisfactorily  maintained, 
due  allowance  being  made  for  housing  difficulties.  In  this  connection  the  neces- 
sary co-operation  with  the  Housing  Department  was  continued  and  some  pro- 
gress with  rehousing  was  made. 

I have  to  acknowledge  with  appreciation  the  interest  and  encouragement 
shown  by  the  Chairman,  Alderman  F.  C.  Overton,  and  members  of  the  Health 
Committee  in  the  work  of  the  Department  during  the  year.  I would  also  record 
my  appreciation  of  the  assistance  received  from  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector 
and  other  members  of  the  Staff,  especially  in  connection  with  this  report.

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SECTION  B— GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH 

SERVICES 


1.  Laboratory  Facilities: 

These  are  available  at  the  County  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
Maidstone,  and  the  Hospital  Laboratory,  Buckland  Hospital, 
Dover,  for  bacteriological,  biological  and  bio-chemical  examination. 

Messrs.  Hawkins  and  Hawkins,  Canterbury,  are  the  duly 
appointed  Public  Analysts  to  the  Borough  and  Port  and  undertake 
all  chemical  analyses  of  foodstuffs,  etc.  and  the  testing  of  heat- 
treated  Milks. 

2.  Ambulance  Service: 

This  service,  since  the  5th  July,  1948,  has  been  operated  and 
administered  by  the  Kent  County  Council.  The  service  continued 
to  be  based  at  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital,  and  was  supple- 
mented by  the  provision  of  vehicles  operated  and  manned  by  the 
St.  John’s  Ambulance  Brigade,  acting  as  agents  of  the  County 
Council:  as  and  from  the  1st  April,  1951,  however,  the  St.  John’s 
Ambulance  Brigade  Station  at  Dover  will  cease  to  be  included  in  the 
County  Ambulance  Service. 

3.  Mortuary  Service: 

The  mortuary  service  continued  to  be  operated  as  in  previous 
years. 

During  1950,  nineteen  bodies  were  dealt  with: 

Bodies  removed  from  own  residence  . . 6 

Bodies  removed  from  Hospitals  . . . . 2 

Bodies  removed  from  streets,  etc.  . . . . 9 

Bodies  removed  from  Ships  . . . . . . 2 

4.  Nursing  in  the  Home: 

The  Kent  County  Council  has,  since  the  5th  July,  1948,  been 
the  administrative  authority  for  this  service. 

5.  Public  Baths: 

The  former  swimming  and  slipper  baths  in  the  town  were 
destroyed  by  enemy  action  during  the  war.  Accommodation,  now 
provided  at  Woodlands,  Bridge  Street,  comprises  seven  slipper 
baths  and  four  showers,  available  for  men  on  three  days  and  one 
half  day  per  week,  and  for  women  on  two  full  days  per  week. 

The  attendances  for  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1951,  were  6928. 

As  and  from  the  1st  July,  1950,  the  use  of  the  baths  between  the 
hours  of  4 and  6 p.m.  was  reserved  solely  for  the  employees  of  an 
adjoining  industrial  works. 
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6.  Hospital  Facilities: 

These  are  provided  at  (a)  The  Royal  Victoria  Hospital  for 
surgical  cases,  (b)  The  Buckland  Hospital  for  general  medical  and 
maternity  cases  and  (c)  The  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  for  infect- 
ious cases  except  smallpox,  for  which  accommodation  is  provided 
at  The  River  Hospitals  (Long  Reach)  Hartford,  Kent. 

Ail  are  now  under  the  administration  of  the  South  East  Met- 
ropolitan Regional  Hospital  Board.

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SECTION  C— SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


Water  Supply: 

There  have  been  no  changes  during  the  year  in  the  water  supply 
to  the  Borough,  which  was  maintained  at  a satisfactory  level  through- 
out the  year  regarding  both  quality  and  quantity. 

Fifteen  houses  in  the  Borough  are  not  connected  with  the 
public  mains;  of  these,  eight  have  well  water  (from  two  wells)  and 
seven  are  supplied  from  rain  water  tanks. 

Examination  of  Water  Supplies: 

Twenty-four  samples,  twelve  from  each  of  the  undertakings, 
from  the  supplies  as  delivered  to  the  public  were  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination  and  were  in  all  cases  reported  as 
satisfactory.  Copies  were  also  received  of  reports  on  samples  taken 
at  the  source  of  supply  of  both  undertakings,  which  in  all  cases 
were  found  to  be  satisfactory;  copies  of  such  reports  were  received 
in  respect  of  ten  samples  from  the  Corporation  undertaking  and 
twelve  samples  from  the  East  Kent  District  Water  Company. 

Three  samples  of  the  Corporation  Undertaking’s  water  supply 
were  submitted  for  chemical  analysis  and  the  following  is  a typical

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Four  samples  of  water  from  miscellaneous  sources  were 
submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  during  the  year,  of 
which  one  was  reported  as  satisfactory.  Two  of  the  unsatisfactory 
samples  were  from  an  underground  rain  water  tank  supplying 
three  cottages,  there  being  evidence  of  recent  faecal  contamination 
of  the  water.  By  the  end  of  the  year,  work  towards  the  connection 
of  the  public  mains  to  the  three  cottages  was  well  in  hand,  and, 
pending  the  completion  of  such  works,  arrangements  were  made 
for  an  adequate  supply  of  fresh  water  to  be  made  available  to  the 
tenants,  while  warning  notices  were  posted  regarding  the  unfitness 
of  the  tank  water  for  human  consumption. 

The  third  unsatisfactory  sample  was  from  a well  at  business 
premises  in  the  town.  The  water  from  this  well  was  used  for  washing- 
down  purposes  only  and  the  sample  was  taken  at  the  request  of 
the  proprietors  of  the  business  who  wished  to  ascertain  whether  the 
water  was  fit  for  other  purposes.  The  proprietors  were  informed 
that  the  results  of  the  sample,  taken  in  conjunction  with  past  danger- 
ous contamination,  indicated  that  the  water  was  unfit  for  human 
consumption  and  for  any  use  other  than  that  of  washing-down. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage: 

The  main  sewerage  system  discharges  into  the  sea,  as  described 
in  the  1930  survey  report:  normal  extensions  in  connection  with 
new  Housing  Estates  were  made  during  the  year. 

With  the  following  exceptions,  all  houses  are  connected  to  the 
main  sewers: —

Rodent  Control — Report  of  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector: 

The  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949,  came  into  force 
on  the  31st  March,  1950,  and  repealed  the  Rats  and  Mice  (Destruct- 
ion) Act,  1919.  Due  no  doubt  to  the  publicity  attending  the  new 
legislation  and  to  propaganda  during  the  year  by  the  Department 
in  co-operation  with  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  it 
was  evident  that  the  public  became  increasingly  aware  of  the  dangers 
to  health  and  the  destruction  of  foodstuffs,  quite  apart  from  the 
well-known  fear-raising  element,  of  rat  and  mice  infestation.  This 
fact  is  reflected  in  the  number  of  notifications  and  complaints 
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received,  which  numbered  252,  more  than  twice  the  number  of  those 
received  in  the  previous  year.

In  commenting  upon  this  aspect  of  Rodent  Control,  the 
following  is  an  extract  from  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector’s  report 
to  the  Health  Committee  following  the  completion  of  No.  2 Main- 
tenance Treatment,  1949/50: — 

“ From  a perusal  of  these  results,  one  is  forced  to  the  conclusion 
that  the  infestation  of  the  town’s  sewers  is  now  at  the  minimum 
obtainable,  a level  which  can  be  maintained  only  by  constant 
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treatment.  The  ideal,  viz.  a rat-free  sewerage  system,  can,  in  my 
opinion,  never  be  attained  in  such  an  old  town  as  Dover  which, 
in  recent  years,  has  suffered  from  shell  and  bomb  to  the  obvious 
detriment  of  the  condition  of  the  sewers.  When  one  takes  into 
account  the  prolific  breeding  rate  of  the  rat,  it  can  be  deducted  from 
the  results  that  only  a few  escape  the  treatment,  and  although 
satisfaction  can  only  be  expressed  when  the  ideal  is  attained,  if 
ever,  one  does  feel  gratified  to  know  that  these  regular  treatments 
are  giving  such  good  results.”

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3.  Overcrowding: 

Eleven  new  cases  of  overcrowding  came  to  light  during  the 
year,  compared  with  sixteen  cases  in  the  previous  year. 

Recommendations  in  support  of  39  applications  were  made  by 
the  Department  to  the  Housing  Department  for  priority  rehousing 
on  health  grounds. 

One  of  the  most  difficult  problems  encountered  year  by  year 
is  that  of  the  large  family  inadequately  housed.  That  this  should  be 
so  is  not  surprising,  considering  the  infrequency  with  which  suitable 
alternative  accommodation  for  such  families  becomes  available; 
and  there  can  be  little  prospect  of  early  improvement  in  the  position 
as  no  new  houses  of  more  than  three  bedrooms  were  erected  during 
the  year. 

A continued  preponderance  of  two-bedroomed  houses  on  the 
other  hand  not  only  fails  to  ease  the  situation  but  must  in  the  long 
run  tend  to  perpetuate  the  very  problem  with  which  we  have  now  to 
contend.

Three  dealers  from  outside  the  Borough  granted  supplementary 
licenses  to  use  the  term  “ Pasteurised  ” in  relation  to  milk  retailed 
by  them  within  the  Borough,  principal  licences  having  been  issued 
by  the  Borough  of  Folkestone,  the  Kent  County  Council  and  the 
Dover  Rural  District  Council  respectively. 

(c)  Testing  of  Specially  Designated  Milks : 

Remarks : 

Overall,  the  results  of  the  testing  of  the  specially  designated 
milks  can  be  considered  very  satisfactory  and  show  a marked 
improvement  on  those  of  the  previous  year. 

In  the  case  of  one  dealer  in  Pasteurised  milk,  it  was  found 
necessary  to  issue  a warning,  following  a series  of  unsatisfactory 
samples  during  the  summer  months.  Investigations  revealed  that 
the  Pasteurised  milk,  which  arrived  at  the  dairy  in  the  late  afternoon, 
was  bottled  and  stored  at  atmospheric  temperature  overnight. 
Test  samples  showed  that  the  milk  arrived  at  the  dairy  in  a satisfact- 
ory condition  and  would  remain  so  if  adequately  cooled  in  storage 
after  bottling.  The  dairyman  was  advised  accordingly  and  subsequent 
samples  proved  satisfactory.

and  Byelaws: 

Byelaws  made  under  Section  15  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
1938,  with  respect  to  the  Handling,  Wrapping  and  Delivery  of  Food 
and  the  Sale  of  Food  in  the  Open  Air,  were  made  by  the  Town 
Council  on  the  31st  January,  1950,  confirmed  by  the  Ministry  of 
Food  on  the  31st  March,  1950,  and  came  into  force  on  the  23rd 
April,  1950.  The  Byelaws  were  in  accordance  with  the  Model 
Byelaws  Series  I issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Food  with  Circular  M.F. 
18  dated  the  27th  October,  1949. 

1658  inspections  were  made  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  of 
premises  where  food  is  sold  or  prepared,  etc.,  including  53  inspections 
of  the  18  Fish  frying  establishments  in  the  Borough.

Much  of  the  work  in  connection  with  new  establishments  and 
alterations  to  existing  establishments  is  facilitated  by  the  co-oper- 
ation of  the  Borough  Engineer’s  Department,  the  Sanitary  Inspectors 
bein£  kept  informed  of,  and  consulted  upon,  all  such  proposals. 
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Thus  advice  in  the  matter  of  compliance  with  the  provisions  of 
Section  13  of  the  Act  and  the  relevant  provisions  of  other  Acts  can 
be  given  where  necessary. 

All  applications  for  catering  licences  in  the  Borough  are  also 
referred  to  the  Department  by  the  local  Food  Executive  Officer  of 
the  Ministry  of  Food  for  the  approval  of  the  premises  structurally 
and  their  suitability  for  adaptation  for  catering  purposes. 


By  these  means,  any  necessary  works  and  installations,  which 
would  subsequently  have  to  be  enforced,  are  carried  out  before  the 
occupation  and  the  use  of  the  premises.

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In  addition  to  the  above,  seven  samples  of  milk  were  taken 
and  submitted  by  the  County  Authority’s  Inspector  on  behalf  of 
this  Authority  from  milk  producers  with  premises  outside  the 
Borough. 

Report  on  Administrative  Action  Taken: 

(1)  The  percentage  of  Fat  and  Non-Fatty  Solids  of  the 
genuine  samples  of  milk  averaged  3.80  and  8.72  respectively,  as 
compared  with  3.63  and  8.73  of  the  genuine  samples  submitted 
during  1949. 

(2)  One  tin  of  Pork  Brawn,  French  Produce,  was  submitted 
for  chemical  analysis,  the  contents  of  previously  opened  tins  from 
the  same  consignment  having  been  found  to  be  discoloured  and 
with  a peculiar  odour.  With  regard  to  the  sample  submitted,  the 
Analyst  reported  that,  although  there  was  considerable  rusting  of 
the  interior  of  the  can,  he  had  no  adverse  comments  to  make  re- 
garding the  contents,  but  was  of  the  opinion  that  the  cans  had  no 
safe  storage  life.  The  retailer  was  advised  accordingly  and,  following 
inspection  of  the  contents  as  the  tins  were  opened,  ten  tins  from  the 
consignment  were  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption  and 
voluntarily  surrendered  and  destroyed. 

(3)  Of  four  samples  of  milk  taken  in  course  of  delivery  from  the 
producer  to  the  retailer,  three  were  reported  to  be  deficient  in 
both  fat  and  non-fatty  solids.  The  evidence  was,  however,  that  there 
was  no  added  water  and  that  the  milk  was  abnormal.  The  producer 
was  cautioned  by  order  of  the  local  authority  and  the  County 
Authority,  in  whose  area  the  milk  was  produced,  advised  of  the 
facts.  Of  three  subsequent  samples,  taken  informally,  from  the 
same  source,  one  was  reported  deficient  in  both  Fat  and  non-fatty 
solids,  the  remaining  two  just  complying  with  the  Statutory  stand- 
ards. Similar  results  were  reported  by  the  County  Authority  re- 
garding samples  taken  by  their  Inspectors,  in  respect  of  which  the 
producer  was  again  warned.  Three  subsequent  formal  samples 
were  found  to  comply  with  the  Statutory  standards  for  Fat  and  non- 
fatty solids  content  and  were  reported  as  genuine. 

(4)  Two  tins  of  Cod  Roe  and  Liver  Paste,  showing  evidence 
of  “ blowing,”  were  submitted.  In  both  cases,  the  condition  was 
due  to  acid  action  on  the  aluminium  of  which  the  cans  were  made, 
there  being  no  evidence  of  bacterial  decomposition.  Following 
inspection  of  the  stock,  ninety-two  tins  were  condemned  and  volun- 
tarily surrendered  and  destroyed.  The  remainder,  showing  no  evid- 
ence of  defect,  were  withdrawn  from  storage. 

(5)  One  formal  sample  of  milk  was  reported  as  being  de- 
ficient in  Fat  to  the  extent  of  16%:  proceedings  were  instituted 
against  the  retailer  who  was  fined  £5  Os.  Od. 

(6)  One  formal  sample  of  milk  was  reported  as  containing 
8.39%  Non-fatty  solids  but  the  evidence  for  the  presence  of  added 
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water  was  not  conclusive.  A follow-up  sample  from  the  suspected 
supply  was  found  to  be  deficient  in  fat  to  the  extent  of  7 % and,  as 
the  milk  concerned  was  produced  outside  the  Borough,  the  matter 
was  pursued  in  conjunction  with  the  County  Authority.  Seven 
samples  were  taken  on  behalf  of  this  authority  by  the  County  Samp- 
ling Officer  at  the  farm  premises  and,  of  these,  one  was  reported  as 
deficient  in  fat  to  the  extent  of  5 %.  After  full  consideration  of  the 
facts,  the  producer  was  cautioned  and  four  subsequent  samples 
from  his  supply  were  reported  as  genuine. 

(7)  One  tin  of  Full  Cream  Unsweetened  Condensed  Milk  was 
submitted  following  a complaint  that  the  contents  of  a tin  from  the 
same  batch  had  been  found  to  be  lumpy  and  had  a peculiar  odour. 
The  Analyst  reported  adversely  on  the  tin  and  its  contents,  stating 
that  the  evidence  was  that,  although  the  milk  was  originally  sound, 
there  had  been  deterioration  due  to  prolonged  storage  at  too  high  a 
temperature.  The  sample  was  representative  of  the  remainder  of  the 
batch  and  43  tins  were  voluntarily  surrendered. 

(6)  Sale  of  Unsound  Food — Report  of  Senior  Sanitary 
Inspector  : 

No  proceedings  under  Section  9 of  the  Act  were  instituted 
during  the  year,  and  it  is  here  appropriate  to  record  in  this  connection 
the  value  of  the  co-operation  that  now  exists  between  the  wholesale 
and  retail  food  traders  and  the  Sanitary  Inspectors.  In  any  case  of 
doubt  as  to  the  fitness  of  food,  whether  meat,  fish,  tinned  goods  or 
any  other,  for  human  consumption,  it  is  now  the  practice  for  the 
traders  to  call  upon  the  opinion  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors.  This 
does  not  mean  decreased  vigilance  on  the  part  of  the  Inspectors  in 
their  surveillance  of  foods  exposed  for  sale  but  does  result  in  greatly 
minimising  the  risk  of  foods  of  doubtful  quality  and  purity  being 
purchased  and  consumed  by  the  public. 

During  the  period  July  to  September  of  the  year  under  review, 
an  abnormally  large  quantity  of  eggs,  principally  of  foreign  origin, 
were  condemned.  By  direction  of  the  Authority,  the  matter  was 
referred  to  the  Ministry  of  Food. 

Occasion  was  also  had  during  the  year  to  draw  the  attention  of 
a Firm  of  Wholesale  Fish  Merchants  to  the  unsatisfactory  manner  of 
fish  packing:  in  one  instance,  the  lid  was  partially  off  the  case  of 
fish  and  in  another  the  lid  was  completely  off  and  the  fish  had  been 
out  of  the  case  and  replaced  covered  in  mud  and  sawdust. 

The  fish  merchants  contended  that  all  packages  despatched  by 
them  were  carefully  nailed  and  properly  handled  and  it  does  appear 
that  more  careful  handling  of  the  goods  en  route  would  prevent 
such  and  similar  occurrences  as  mentioned  above. 

(7)  Ice  Cream  : 

Strict  supervision  continued  to  be  exercised  over  all  premises 
in  the  Borough  used  in  connection  with  the  manufacture  and  sale  of 
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ice-cream.  36  samples  of  the  product  were  submitted  for  the  methy- 
lene blue  test  with  the  following  aggregate  results: —

Although  there  was  no  statutory  standard  for  ice  cream  com- 
position, twelve  samples  of  the  product  were  submitted  for  chemical 
analysis.  The  percentages  of  the  Fat  content  of  the  samples  varied 
from  2.6  to  11.3  and  of  the  Non-fatty  solids  content  from  20.5  to 
29.5,  the  averages  being  7.7  per  cent  and  24.4  per  cent  respectively. 

8.  Food  Poisoning: 

17  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  during  the  year,  this 
number  after  correction  being  reduced  to  16.  The  following  is  a 
copy  of  the  returns  made  to  the  Ministry  of  Flealth  in  accordance 
with  Circular  No.  46/49  in  the  form  suggested  in  Appendices  D (i) 
and  D (ii)  of  the  Revised  Memo.

9.  Clean  Food  Campaign: 

Following  a resolution  of  the  Borough  Council  to  institute  a 
local  Clean  Food  Campaign,  an  organising  committee  was  formed 
early  in  this  year,  comprising  members  of  the  Council  and  repres- 
entatives of  the  various  food  trades.  As  a result  of  this  committee’s 
deliberations,  and  with  the  active  support  of  the  food  trades  or- 
ganisations, individual  traders  and  their  employees,  much  headway 
was  made  towards  achieving  a satisfactory  standard  of  food  hygiene 
in  all  catering  establishments  and  other  food  premises  in  the  town. 

The  educational  measures  adopted  embraced  all  sections  of  the 
community  and  included  one  week’s  food  hygiene  exhibition,  with 
film  shows  for  general  and  selected  audiences,  window  displays, 
posters,  pamphlets,  etc.,  designed  especially  for  food  handlers  by 
trade  and  in  the  home.  In  addition,  lectures  and  informal  talks 
were  given  to  food  handlers  and  others  by  members  of  the  Health 
Department  Staff.  After  several  meetings  of  the  Organising  Com- 
mittee, Codes  of  Practice  for  each  food  trade  were  finally  approved 
and  recommended  for  adoption.  The  question  of  a Clean  Food 
Traders  Guild  was  also  considered  and,  though  accepted  in  principle, 
its  actual  formation  was  deferred  pending  further  consideration  and 
agreement  as  to  its  mode  of  operation. 

Nonetheless,  the  results  of  the  campaign  evident  during  its 
first  year  were  encouraging,  and  the  time  spent  in  formulating  and 
agreeing  the  Codes  of  Practice  alone  was  well  repaid  by  the  infor- 
mation obtained.  The  co-operation  of  the  trades  representatives  in 
this  connection  was  of  the  greatest  practical  value  in  meeting  the 
proposals  and  requirements  of  the  Health  Department,  having  regard 
to  prevailing  circumstances  and  local  conditions. 

With  the  same  spirit  of  helpful  co-operation  continuing,  and 
given  the  necessary  understanding  of  the  objects  of  the  Campaign 
disseminated  as  widely  as  possible,  further  progress  may  be  con- 
fidently expected.

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of  the  Port 
Health  Authority  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1950. 

The  report  has  been  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  Regulations  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health  and  in  the  form  indicated  in  Memorandum  302/S. A.  dated 
the  2nd  December,  1946. 

The  shipping  entering  the  port  continued  to  receive  close  attention  during 
the  year,  careful  supervision  being  exercised  in  connection  with  infectious  disease 
prevention,  the  sanitary  condition  of  vessels,  imported  foodstuffs,  and  all  other 
matters  connected  with  port  health  control. 

The  number  of  ships  inspected  during  the  year  was  109  and  among  these 
were  found  13  defects  of  crews’  spaces.  Lack  of  cleanliness  was  again  more 
frequently  noted  in  British  vessels  than  in  those  of  other  nations;  in  some  in- 
stances, in  British  coastwise  vessels  there  was  a lack  of  facilities  in  crews’  quarters 
to  account  for  this,  water  having  to  be  carried  from  the  galley  for  washing  pur- 
poses, while  in  others,  especially  in  foreign-going  British  ships,  it  is  probable  that, 
where  quarters  are  not  maintained  in  a satisfactory  condition,  the  crews,  being  in 
the  habit  of  signing  off  at  the  end  of  a voyage,  have  less  incentive  to  maintain 
proper  standards  than  the  more  permanent  crews  of  many  foreign  ships  trading 
regularly  between  ports  away  from  home. 

Passenger  traffic,  both  British  and  Alien,  showed  a further  increase  during 
the  year,  total  figures  being  shown  in  Table  B.  The  numbers  of  aliens  are  shown 
separately  in  the  Section  on  Aliens  Medical  Inspection. 

17,805  tons  of  foodstuffs  were  imported  during  the  year,  7 cwts.  being 
destroyed  as  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

The  Department’s  thanks  are  due  to  H.M.  Customs  and  Immigration 
Departments  for  their  continued  co-operation  with  the  Port  Health  Staff  and  for 
their  valued  assistance  which  is  readily  available  at  all  times.

Officer  forthwith.  During  the  year  1950,  Declarations  of  Health 
were  received  in  respect  of  89  vessels.

Notification  to  the  Authority  of  vessels  requiring  special  attention : 

Messages  by  wireless  are  received  by  North  Foreland  and  Port- 
ishead  Radio  Stations  and  are  usually  transmitted  direct  to  the 
Port  Medical  Officer  who  takes  such  action  as  the  circumstances 
require. 

Particulars  of  any  standing  exemptions  from  the  provisions  of  Article 

14: 

Apart  from  infected  or  suspected  ships  as  defined  in  the  Reg- 
ulations, vessels  from  foreign  ports  are  granted  modified  pratique 
by  H.M.  Customs  Boarding  Officers  pending  inspection  by  the 
Port  Medical  Officer,  whenever  this  is  necessary.  In  one  instance 
after  the  issue  of  such  pratique,  a medical  detention  notice  under 
Article  14  (2)  was  served  on  the  Master  of  a vessel  on  account  of  an 
outbreak  of  dysentery  associated  with  grossly  defective  sanitation 
on  board.  The  vessel  was  the  s.s.  Liguria  of  Panamanian  Registry 
which  arrived  at  Dover  on  the  21st  November,  bound  from  Bremer- 
haven  to  Australia.  She  carried  a crew  of  130  and  930  Displaced 
Persons,  including  250  children,  who  were  proceeding  from  Europe 
to  Australia  under  the  auspices  of  the  International  Relief  Organ- 
isation. On  inspection  of  the  vessel  it  was  evident  that  there  had 
been  a complete  break-down  of  the  sanitation  on  board.  No  water 
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closet  flushes  were  working,  the  drinking  water  was  contaminated 
with  salt  water  and  there  was  no  hot  water  for  washing.  In  addition, 
there  was  an  outbreak  of  bacillary  dysentery  among  the  passengers. 
Eight  children  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  the  disease,  which  was 
confirmed  by  laboratory  investigation,  and  a further  five  children 
and  two  adults  became  affected  shortly  after  arrival.  All  were 
accommodated  in  the  ship’s  hospital  and  appropriate  steps  were 
taken,  in  conjunction  with  the  ship’s  medical  staff,  to  limit  the  spread 
of  infection.  At  the  same  time  all  possible  action  was  taken  to  remedy 
the  insanitary  conditions  on  board.  This  involved  an  examination 
by  Lloyd’s  surveyors  and,  as  the  work  found  to  be  necessary  could 
not  be  completed  at  Dover,  temporary  repairs  were  effected  and  the 
ship  left  for  Southampton  on  the  24th  November,  the  Southampton 
Port  Health  Authority  having  been  notified  beforehand. 

Information  was  later  received  that  three  more  dysentery 
cases  occurred  at  Southampton  but  that  the  additional  work  re- 
quired to  maintain  efficient  sanitation  had  been  completed  and  the 
vessel  sailed  on  the  30th  November,  no  further  cases  having  been 
notified. 

Hospital  Accommodation  for  Plague , Cholera , Yellow  Fever,  Smallpox 
and  other  infectious  disease : 

Responsibility  for  providing  hospital  accommodation  for  cases 
of  sea-borne  infectious  disease  is  undertaken  by  the  South  East 
, Metropolitan  Regional  Hospital  Board  acting  locally  through  the 
South  East  Kent  Hospital  Management  Committee. 

Diagnosis  and  Treatment  of  Venereal  Disease 

Leaflets  giving  particulars  of  the  local  facilities  are  distributed 
as  a routine  to  Masters  of  vessels  entering  port.  The  total  number  of 
patients  from  the  high  seas  recorded  as  having  attended  at  the  local 
Treatment  Centre  during  the  year  was  twenty-seven.

Action  in  accordance  with  Articles  11  and  12  of  the  Public 
Health  (Imported  Food)  Regulations,  1937,  was  taken  on  two 
occasions  during  the  year,  as  follows: — 

(a)  A consignment  of  Italian  Cooked  Ham,  comprising  300 
boxes,  each  containing  six  tins,  with  a total  weight  of  approximately 
13 J tons,  was  detained  owing  to  gross  irregularities  in  the  accom- 
panying Official  Certificates,  viz.  only  171  packages  had  the  Certifi- 
cates affixed;  the  remaining  Certificates,  numbering  128,  were 
enclosed  in  an  envelope  accompanying  the  official  papers,  and  of 
the  Certificates,  eleven  were  unnumbered,  one  of  which  was  un- 
signed and  undated;  none  of  the  total  number  of  Certificates  bore 
the  word  “ Inspected,”  while  the  stamp  differed  from  that  officially 
recognised.  Following  the  service  of  Notice  of  Exportation,  invest- 
igations were  instituted  and,  as  a result  of  consultations  between 
the  Ministry  of  Food  and  the  Italian  Authorities,  evidence  was 
provided  that  the  ham  had  in  fact  been  derived  from  animals  which 
had  been  inspected  ante-  and  post-mortem  in  accordance  with  the 
arrangements  subject  to  which  an  Official  Certificate  for  Italy  was 
recognised.  After  due  consideration  and  having  regard  to  all  the 
circumstances,  the  Notice  of  Detention  was  withdrawn  and  the 
goods  released. 

(b)  A small  consignment  of  Tinned  Preserved  Meat,  weight 
8 lbs.,  was  detained  owing  to  the  absence  of  an  Official  Certificate. 
On  receipt  of  an  undertaking  that  the  consignment  was  not  intended 
for  sale  for  human  consumption,  the  notice  of  detention  was  with- 
drawn.

Remarks : 

Cherry  and  Strawberry  Preserves : These  items  were  imported 
as  Bottled  Fruits  and  thus  did  not  come  within  the  scope  of  the 
Food  Standards  (Preserves)  Order.  The  results  of  analysis  were 
forwarded  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  district  to  which 
the  goods  were  consigned. 

Pears : As  in  the  previous  year,  consignments  of  pears  were 
found  to  bear  traces  of  a chemical  residue.  The  Public  Analyst 
reported,  with  reference  to  the  sample  of  pears  submitted,  that  the 
contamination  was  concentrated  at  the  eye  and  at  the  stalk  of  the 
fruit,  and  that,  although  there  was  very  slight  contamination  of  the 
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skin,  the  flesh  was  virtually  unaffected.  He  further  stated  that  in- 
dividual pears  may  contain  much  more  than  the  stated  amounts  of 
arsenic  and  copper.  In  view  of  the  large  consignments  of  the  fruit 
dealt  with  at  this  Port  and,  consequently,  the  impossibility  of 
examination  of  each  individual  case,  the  Health  Authorities  at  each 
place  of  destination  were  informed  of  the  arrival  of  the  pears.

Remarks  : 

Although  the  total  number  of  aliens  arriving  at  the  Port  during 
the  year  showed  an  increase  of  over  10,000  on  the  figure  for  the 
previous  year,  the  number  medically  examined  showed  a decrease  of 
1,657,  which  covered  proportionately  each  of  the  main  categories 
enumerated  above. 

As  the  examinations  of  the  aliens  in  these  categories  were  for  the 
most  part  mandatory  it  would  seem  that  fewer  aliens  taking  up 
employment  in  the  United  Kingdom  for  the  first  time  on  a long- 
term basis  and  fewer  long-term  visitors  were  coming  to  this  country 
via  Dover. 

The  number  of  certificates  issued  to  the  Immigration  Officer 
in  respect  of  Aliens  examined  was  ten.  These  were,  in  the  majority 
of  cases,  on  account  of  physical  defect  likely  to  affect  the  alien’s 
earning  capacity  but  in  all  cases  landing  was  permitted  conditionally 
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by  the  Immigration  Officer  after  consultation  with  the  Medical 
Inspector.  The  rate  of  certification  of  the  aliens  examined  was  0.2 
per  cent,  as  compared  with  0.3  per  cent  for  the  year  1949. 

During  the  year,  the  existing  arrangements  for  Aliens  Inspection 
were  under  review  and  authority  was  given  for  preliminary  dis- 
cussion between  the  Port  Health  Authority  and  the  Ministry  of 
Health  with  a view  to  re-organisation  of  the  work  on  more  con- 
venient lines.  In  October,  the  Clerk  to  the  Authority,  together  with 
the  Port  Medical  Officer,  interviewed  representatives  of  the  Ministry 
to  explain  the  Authority’s  proposals  and  the  matter  was  still  under 
consideration  at  the  end  of  the  year.
